whaling vessel sailing out of this port. All that had been known of the loss 
wna that the vessel was lost on the Island of Mnio, one of the Cape De 
Verde, that.the vessel and everything on board was a total loss and that the 
men were. .safe. 


The Canton was just out when the mishap overtook her nnd conse- 


quently was light of oil, but had a.full cargo of stores on board. It was at 
4 o'clock on the morning of November 24 that the Canton-struck on the 10- 
mile reef that extends out from the Island of Maio. The bark got into a 
strong current, and as [here was a dead calm at the time it was impossible 
lo work the vessel clear, even when it was apparent, the vessel would go on 
the reef. After she si ruck an attempt was made to pull her off by the use 
of kedge anchors, but the attempt proved a. failure, and the men on board 
had to leave the old bnrk to her fate. All the men got ashore safely, and in 
the next few days the crew on shore saw the vessel pound to pieces. She 
was completely broken up and her slores washed out and carried ashore. 


The total loss of the bark is one of the heaviest losses suffered 
in 


recent years by any of the whaling firms of this city. The vessel was fitted 
out by J. & W. R. Wing at a cost of $15,000, and it was stated when the 
loss of the vessel was reported that she cnrricd very little insurance. The 
bark sailed from' this port October 7th in command of Captain Valen- 
tine Roza.

again. But then, wo are rich if we are foolish, and we are building a. cana. 
not only for ourselves but for the rest of the world lo use when they pleast 
at our expense. We hope the nation will he able to weather the financial 
storms that are sure to come on account of this very -expensive under- 
taking; but we will be hospitable and entertain (he world as long as our 
purse holds out. Jf we go broke we can sit down while the rest of the world 
laughs at us and profits by our experience. We do not think there is another 
power on earth that would attempt such an undertaking with no other pur- 
pose than to accommodate the human race. We did something of that sort 
down in Cuba when we expended millions in interfering between Spain and 
her Cuban subjects. All we got out of that spree was a lot of trouble and 


n big debt besides an expensive white elephant 
in 
the 
shape 
of 
the 


Philippine islands. But that didn't bother us. 
We are rich, and just to 


prove it we have gone, into building ennuis now which we know full well will 
be a source of trouble. If some of our fanatical statesmen do not push 
us far enough to provide airships for all creation we will be very fortunate. 


ABSURDITIES OF THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


The civil service law is in most respects a good one. 
The motives 


which prompted the trainers of this law were the very highest, and in many 
ways the civil service rules have worked to (he advantage- of those who 
hold positions in the public service. But (he huv always seemed absurd to 
its in one particular at least. Take (he Inw governing the appointment of 
inen to positions in (he various city departments, and it will be seen that (he 
operation of the law is apparently upside down. The head of a department 
is not obliged to pass a civil service examination. He cnn he elected with- 
out the slightest- qualification, simply on political preferment or as a reward, 
for campaign services, and yet the men who are under him arc obliged to 
qualify and show that they arc at least partially competent for the duties 
to which they aspire. It seems to us that if any one in a department should 
he competent it should he the hcnd of the department, and if he is com- 
petent he certainly would select the right kind of men to do the work under 
him or ho could not produce results. 
Imagine n 
manufacturer 
or 
the 


proprietor of any industrial enterprise selecting 
n 
foreman 
for 
any 


particular department who was uot a competent workman or specialist. 
Such a business would be bankrupt in a few months. 
The practice in such j 


cases is to secure 11 competent, foreman nnd allow him to hire whomsoever 
he pleases, and to judge him not by his workmen but by the products nnd 
(lie management and the general results of his particular department. This 
is the only sensible way of conducting any department, yet under the civil 
service law the whole thing is inverted and the holders of minor positions 
are obliged to pass an examination and show their competency, while the 
head of the department is permitted to hold office whether he knows any- 
thing about the duties required of him or not. 
Isn't it time that some of 


our wise law-makers should recognize the absurdity of this law, at least 
to the extent'of examining the heads of Ihe departments before (hey arc 
put over men who are entrusted with responsible, duties but who can "bent 
it" on an incompetent supcrinlpndcnt or foreman if they are so disposed? i 
This is one of the causes for failure in some of our municipal departments.

NEW BEDFORD, Jan. 15.—Walter J. Flagg and Thomas Williams, 


who were on board the bark Canton when the vessel was wrecked in (lie 
Cape Do Verde islands last November, arrived in this city Friday, and with 
them comes the first detailed information concerning the loss of the oldest 
whaling vessel sailing out of this port. All that had been known of the loss 
was that the vessel was lost on the Island of Maio. one of the Cape De 
Verde,.that (he vessel and everything on board was a total loss and that the 
men were safe. 
' 


The Canton was just out when the mishap overtook her and conse- 


quently was light of oil, but had a full cargo of stores on board. It was at 
4 o'clock on the morning of November 24 (hat the Canton struck on (he 10- 
mile reef that extends out from the Island of Maio. The bark got info a 
strong current, nnd us (here wns a dead calm at the time it was impossible 
(o work the vessel clear, even when it was apparent the vessel would go on 
the reef. 
After she struck nn attempt, was made to pull her off by the use

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The'further we get on with the Panama canal, the more we realize that 


we have an expensive job on our hands. When the original legislation was 
enacted making certain that (he cannl would be constructed 
under 
the 


direction of the United States government, the wise ones thought themselves 
severe enough when they expressed the fear, (hat the original estimates

•figure doubled, and the present indications are thnt they will be doubled 
again. But then, we nrc rich if we are foolish, and we are building a canal 
not only for ourselves but for the rest of the world to use when they plense 
at our expense. We hope the nation will be able to weather the financial 
storms that are sure to come on account of this very expensive under- 
taking; but we will be hospitable and entertain the world as long as our 
purse holds out. If we go broke we can sit down while the rest of the world 
laughs at us .and profits by our experience. We do not think there is another 
power on earth that would attempt such an undertaking with no other pur- 
pose than to accommodate the human race. We did something of that sort 
down in Cuba when we expended millions in interfering between Spain and 
her Cuban subjects. All we got out of that spree was H lot of trouble find 


,'i big debt besides an expensive white elephant 
in

Philippine islands. 
But that didn't bother us. We nre rich, and just to 


prove it we have gone into building canals now which we know full well will 
be a source of trouble. If some of our fanatical statesmen do not push 
us far enough to provide airships for all creation we will be very fortunate. 


ABSURDITIES OF THE CIVIL SERVICE 
LAW. 


The civil service law is in most respects a good one. 
The motives 


which prompted the framers of this law were the very highest, and in many 
ways the civil service rules have worked to the advantage of those who 
hold positions in tlie public service. But the law always seemed absurd t.n 
us in one particular at least. -Take the law governing the appointment of 
men to positions in the various city departments, and it will be seen that the 
operation of the Jaw is apparently upside down. The head of a department 
is not obliged to pass a civil service examination. 
lie can be elected with- 


out the slightest, qualification, simply on political preferment or as a reward 
for campaign services, and yet the men who are under him arc obliged to 
qualify and show that they are at lenst partially competent for the duties 
to which they, aspire. It seems to us that if any one in a department should 
be competent, it should be the head of the department, and if he is com- 
petent he certainly would select the right kind of men to do the work under 
him or he could not produce, results. 
Imagine a 
manufacturer 
or 
the 


proprietor of any industrial enterprise selecting 
n 
foreman 
for 
any 


particular department who was not a competent workman or specialist. 
Such a business would'be bankrupt in a few months. 
The practice in such 


rases is to secure a competent foreman nnd allow him to hire whomsoever 
he pleases, and to judge him not by his workmen but by Ihe products 'and 
the management and the general'results of his particular department. This 
is the only sensible way of conducting any department, yet under the civil 
service law the whole thing is inverted nnd the holders of minor positions 
are obliged to pass' an examination and show their competency, while the 
head of the department is permitted to hold office whether he knows any- 
thing about the duties required of him or not.

Commissioners, Albion 'F. .Bemis of 
Brookllne, Jeremiah ;.J. Mahbney 
of 


Lawrence, George' S. Ladd of Stur- 
bridge and William S. Felton of Salem. 
It does .not contain the/signature- of 
Commissioner Freeman M. Saltus 
of 


Worcester. It is understood that 
Mr. 


Saltus did not assent to the report be- 
cause he believes the state- should take 
some action In the matter of providing 
country homes for the poor and 
that 


the matter should not be further post- 
poned. It is said he will probably not 
file a dissenting report, however. 


The commission finds that the trend 


from tlie country to the city is not con- 
fined to anyone people or race, but ap- 
plies to all peoples and countries. . -In 
Massachusetts the percentage of people 
living In olties and 
large towns 
in- 


creased from 65.9 -percent in 1880 to 86.0 
per cent, in 1900, and it is believed the 
present census will show an increase 
to 90 per cent. 


England's 
small holdings act, the 


commission finds, does not appeal to 
any great extent lo the people.

German act, but that country has not 
solved the problem of drawing people 
back to the land from her congested 
centers. 


In this country the Baron

It is recommended that- coopera- 
tive societies be formed under charters 
properly safeguarded 
to provide for 


garden city movements similar to those 
of England or Germany. 


A majority of the commission deem 


t inexpedient at this time for the com- 
monwealth to acquire land,"open up the. 
same for settlement and build cottages 
to be sold to the occupants on easy 
terms. 
There is a serious question as 


.u tlie constitutionality of such action 
in the case of a few citizens unless it 
is done for all. 


The report further says it is apparent 


that a constantly increasing number of

crowding our'cities, some of whom are

pursuits. 


N'ew York state htLS been successful in

The Water Bouquet Is a Source of Wonder to Those 


Notfln "the Know" 


rpHE simplest way to describe a wa- 
•*• *er bouquet Is to recall to mind the 
old fashioned glass shade covering a 
bunch of wax flowers which our grand- 
mothers jdelighted to make and place 
upon the parlor mantelpiece 
Imagine 


a bunch of real flowers Instead of the 
wax Imitation and the glass shade to 
be filled with water Instead of air and 
you will have some Idea, of whatii'wa- 
ter bouquet IB. Ihouglvrio notionTJf Its 
rare beauty Is conveyed. 


As the whole operation. of making 


this bouquet "Is;-to be carried ~ on under 
wateri a bathroom.is the best place for 
the work, though a good sized .basin 
will do. First of: all fiiltho receptacle 
nearly to'the top with water. Take, a 
shallow -dish wh'ich Is 'perfectly' level 
ar.d of,.such' size .that.:the glass/bell 
or shade will comfortably and tightly 
fit upon iti .Then prepare the. bunch 
of flowers which is to form; the bou- 
quet, shortening the stems'so that the 
bloom's flo not:crowd too much toward 
the top:of "the glass. 
- - 
. 


To the ends ofithe bunch tie. a piece 


of lead or some -kind of weight to -pre- 
vent the flowers front; floating away. 
Put the dish upon which the bouquet 
Is to stand at the bottom.of the bath 
of .water;..'then, gently .immerse the 
bunch of - flowers, arranging them so 
that the.stems.are held;.in-the center 
of the dlsli by,means of the. weight. 


Now take the :. glass bell' or shade 


and, holding it in a horizontal position, 
put it completely under water,' move 
It gently toward the dish holding the 
bouquet and carefully turn it over un- 
til It stands upright, so that it closes 
over the bouquet and fits down upon 
the dish. Care must be taken during 


this: process to .see':that, not a particle 
af.'alr.'xemalns In the-glass. shade; oth- 
erwise the whole decoration will be 
spoiled;" 


Having seen that the shade Is prop-

juice. 


TRY THIS FOR LUNCHEON. 


A snappy luncheon dish is bacon 


toast. Broil thin slices of bacon urml 
crisp. 
Trim the crust from nicely 


browned slices of toast. Lay the bacon 
on tho toast nnd cover with grated 
cheese seasoned with a lltllo paprika, 
and French mustard. Put In the oven 
until the cheese is melted, then servo 
immediately.

BOSTON', Jan. 15.—Fire which broke 


out shortly 'after S last night in the 
P l a n t , o f - t h e Mt. Washington Spring 
company, located off Washirigton ave- 
nue, Chelsea, near, the corner' of Gar- 
fleid avenue, practically destroyed the 
company's'outfit with all its 'contents, 
the only part of the plant remaining 
being the small brick boiler housn and 
a brick chimney. 


,Th6 main building of the company, 


which was 2 1-2 stories high, built of 
wood, with wings on either side, was 
about 76 feet front and 100 feet deep. 
This was burned to the ground. The 
damage is placed at $11,000. Buildings 
and contents were insured. 


The 
fire 
was discovered when tho 


storm was at its height, lighting the 
sk>- for miles around, and many people 
in the nearby cities and towns, for.a 
period of nearly two hours, thought 
that the fire wa.s much more serious 
than it proved to be. 
•'The plant was located in the residen- 
tial section of the city, in-sort' of-n val- 
ley, at the foot of Mt: Washington, 
where, many of Chelsea's handsomest 
and costliest residences are located. It 
is also close to the Everett line and 
within a stone's throw 'of the Revere 
boundary.' For a time the residents re- 
ceived a scare and many of them pre- 
pared to leave their homes. 


The buildings consumed were far re- 


but the sparks were carried a long dis- 
tance with high wind, and it was.un- 
doubtedly due to the roofs and sides of 
the dwellings being covered with snow 
that prevented several from catching 
fire. 


The . property is owned by Davis N. 


Rosunthal and M. H. Bernstein, 
who 


purchased the plant last May. Half a 
dozen mon were employed in the "build- 
ings, which were well stocked with bot- 
tle's and; cases besides the machinery 
for the manufacture of the soda water 
and tonics. 


There is no watchman at the plant, 


and the first that was known of the fire 
was at 8.21 when the alarm was sound- 
ed by Thomas McManus of 598 Wash- 
irigton avenue. • He was sitting in the 
kitchen of- his home when he saw the 
blaze and sounded box 49.

The going was hard for the 
fire 


horses, hut the firemen made pratty 
good time, the men ;of combination 4 
being first on the scene and they im- 
mediately battled the flames with a 
hydrant hose. The nearest engine to 
the fire was steamer 2, located more 
than a mile away in Gary square, and 
when this company arrived the. plant 
was in flames. The firemen had trou- 
ble in getting water, and it also took up 
much time to lay the lines of hose, each

who were on board the bnrk Cantou when Ike vessel WHS wrecked in the 
Cape De Verde islands last November, arrived in this city Friday, and with 
them comes the first detailed information concerning Hie loss of the oldest, 
whaling vessel sailing ont of this port. All that hud been known of the loss 
was that the vessel was lost on the Island -of Main, one, of the Caps DC 
Verde, that the vessel and everything on board was a total loss nnd that the 
men were safe. 


The Canton was/just ont when the mishap overtook her and conse- 


quently was light of oil, but had a" full, cargo of stores on board. It was at 
4 o'clock on the.morning of November 24 that the Canton struck on the 10- 
mile reef that extends out from the Island of Maio. The hark got into a 
strong current, and as there was a dead calm at the time it was impossible 
to work the vessel clear, even when it was apparent the vessel would go on 
the reef. After she struck an attempt was made to pnll her off by the use 
of kedge anchors, but the attempt proved a failure, and the men on board 
had to leave the old bark to her fate. All the men got ashore safely, and in 
the next few days the crew.on shore saw the vessel pound to pieces. She 
was completely broken up and-Jier stores washed out nnd carried ashore. 


The totfll loss of the bark is one of the heaviest losses suffered in 


recent years'by any of the whaling firms of this city. The vessel was fitted 
out by J. & W. R. Wing at a cost of $15,000, nnd it was stated when the 
loss of the vessel was reported that she carried very little insurance. The 
bark sailed from this port October 7th in command of Captain Valen- 
tine Roza.

ABSURDITIES OF THE 
CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


The civil service law is in most respects a good one. The motives 


which prompted the fraaers of this law were the very highest, nnd in many 
ways the 'civil, service rules have worked to the advantage of those who 
hold positions in Hie public service. But the law always seemed nbsurd to 
us in one particular at Jenst. Take the law governing the appointment of 
men to positions in the various city departments, and it will be seen that (he 
operation of the law is apparently upside down. The head of n department 
is not obliged to pass a civil service examination. He can be elected with- 
out the slightest, qualification, simply on politico 1 preferment or as a reward 
for campaign services, and yet. the men who are under him are obliged to 
qualify and show that they are at least partially competent for the duties 
to which they aspire. Tt seems to us that if any one in a department should 
he competent it should be the head of the department, nnd if he is com- 
petent he certainly would select the right kind of men to do the work under 
him or ho could not produce results. 
Imagine a 
manufacturer or 
the 


proprietor of any industrial enterprise selecting 
a 
foreman for, any 


particular department who was not a competent workman or specialist. ! 
Such a business would be bankrupt in a few months. The practice in such 
cases is to secure a competent foreman nnd allow him to hire whomsoever 
he pleases, and to judge him not by his workmen but by the products nnd 
the management nnd ihc general results of his particular department. This 
is the only sensible way of conducting any department, yet under tho, civil 
service law the whole thing is inverted mid the holders of minor positions 
are obliged to pass an examination nnd show their competency, while the 
head of the department is permitted to hold office whether he knows any- 
thing about the duties required of him or noi. Isn't it time that, some of 
our wise law-rankers should recognize the absurdity of this law, nt least 
to the extent of examining the heads of the departments before ihey are 
put over men who am entrusted with responsible duties but who can "beat 
it" on an incompetent superintendent or foreman if they are so disposed! 
This is one of the onuses for failure in some of our municipal departments.

New York state has been successful in 
locating people frojn--congestcd centers 
on her farms to the extent of about 
5000 yearly by a tabulation of farms 
obtainable, and frequent

possible purchasers. The field, the re-, 
port says, might well be exploited to a 
greater extent than has already been 
done by the state board of agriculture. 


The commission believes that tho es- 


tablishment of land banks, such as 
exist in various other countries, would 
be greatly to the advantage

rural communities. In this connection 
the commission suggests that the or- 
ganization 
of 
cooperative hanks in 


some localities in the commonwealth 
which, have now

facilities, 


would aid in solving the problem of 
the present difficulty experienced by 
borrowers in attempting to negotiate 
loans on real estate in the country dis- 
tricts. 


The commission recommends that a 


tabulation of all lands for sale, stat- 
ing location, fair market value, quality 
of soil and for what crops suitable, 
and any other data needed, be made 
by the bureau of statistics and kept 
on file.

commonwealth to. open for settlement 
lands at this time, but it. does recom- 
mend that private capital be interest- 
ed and that. street railway companies 
be authorized to open up lands for 
settlement; that a publication of avail- 
able unused1 lands. in country dlstricti 
be made and distributed, among Immi- 
grants as well as cillaans.

destructive. 
The snowfall was almost 
as heavy, but it was very light in tex- 
ture, so that it did not carry down 
wires nor block railroad traffic nearly 
as much as the day after Christmas 
storm. 


Nevertheless it occasioned much in- 


terruption in railroad schedules, ham- 
pered street railway traffic, and trans- 
ferred thousands of dollars from the 
treasuries 
of the 
companies to the 


pockets of needy snow shovelcrs. 


"Up to 9 n. m today no marine acci- 


dents had been reported other than the 
breaking adrift of the Nantucket light- 
ship. 
That little craft was tossing 


about this forenoon some 60 or 70 miles

make New Bedford. 


The llfesavers' on Cape Cod saw no 


signs' of any wrecks but those at Scitu- 
ate and at Ipswich found fragments of 
vessels, which went ashore previously 
and had been abandoned.
